As  well  as  the  fun  and  drama  of  the  bidding  war  and  the 
usual  peerless  food  from  the  Brahimi  team,  comedian 
Brian  Doyle  had  everyone  rocking  in  their  seats  with 
laughter  and  later  joined  members  and  guests  at  a  bar 


which  functioned  until  the  early  hours  of  the  morning. 
Dance  group  7  Flavours  had  everyone  kicking  up  their 
heels  and  the  very  talented  Chantelle  Barry,  who  has 
gone  onwards  and  upwards  after  leaving  pop  group 
Bardot  to  entertain  audiences  like  the  infinitely  superior 
tattersalls  crowd,  looked  as  good  as  she  sounded.

During  May,  Tattersalls  conducted  two  major 
and  very  successful  member’s  events:  the 
Snooker  Calcutta  and  the  Black  Tie  Boxing. 

At  a  time  when  registered  clubs  are  receiving  a 
certain  amount  of  adverse  publicity,  it  may  be 
time  for  us  to  point  to  the  charitable  assistance 
the  Club  continues  to  give  to  well  known 
organisations  through  events  like  these. 

Firstly,  The  Snooker  Club  donated  $13,000 
from  their  Calcutta  Prize  Pool  to  the  NSW 
Autism  Association  and  in  the  same  evening 
the  Association  conducted  a  raffle  which  raised 
another  $7,000.  So,  Members  of  Tattersalls 
snooker  fraternity  contributed  the  sum  of 
$20,000  to  this  worthy  cause. 

Secondly,  Members  would  be  aware  that  the 
Black  Tie  Boxing  is  conducted  with  the 
assistance  of  the  PCYC.  This  year  the  auction 
of  memorabilia  raised  in  excess  of  $8500  and 
the  raffle  for  the  football  jersey  raised  $2600, 
giving  a  combined  donation  of  $11,100. 

This  means  that  $31,000  has  been  raised  by 
Tattersalls  for  these  deserving  organisations 
during  the  month  of  May  alone. 

Rarely  is  the  charitable  work  of  The  Club 
mentioned,  however  this  excellent  result  could 
not  have  been  achieved  without  the  assistance 
of  the  Members.

We  question  Peter  Korda. 

One  of  Australia’s  most  respected  impresarios. 


You  came  to  Australia  as  a  young  boy? 

"A  very  young  boy!  In  1950  my  parents  joined 
the  exodus  from  Czechoslovakia.  My  father’s 
brother  had  settled  in  Australia  a  year  earlier 
and  convinced  my  father  to  join  him  saying  it 
was  a  land  of  opportunity  and  would  be  easy  to 
learn  English.  My  mother  was  close  to  full 
pregnancy,  but  to  get  on  the  ship,  the 
'Surriento',  she  convinced  the  officers  that  she 
was  only  five  months.  Ten  minutes  after  the 
'Surriento'  sailed,  a  miracle  occurred  and  Peter 
Surriento  Korda  was  born  in  the  Bay  of  Naples 
on  the  sixth  of  April, 1950. 

One  of  the  most  prominent  passengers  was  the 
famous  Italian  tenor,  Tito  Scipa.  Learning  that  a  baby 
had  been  born,  he  immediately  offered  his  suite 
to  my  mother  and  myself.  My  parents  honoured 
Tito  Scipa  by  nominating  him  as  my  Godfather. 

This  story  comes  in  very  handy  when  I  have 
tried  to  get  a  table  in  an  Italian  restaurant 
anywhere  in  the  world! 

There  were  other  remarkable  people  on  that 
voyage,  many  from  my  parents  town  of  Kosice 
who  came  to  Australia  in  similar  circumstances 
having  endured  concentration  camps  and  seeking 
a  new  life,  starting  from  absolutely  nothing." 

What  happened  when  your  family  arrived 
in  Australia? 

"My  mother  was  a  gifted  violinist  who  had 
studied  at  the  Conservatorium  of  Hungary  and 
at  eight  years  of  age,  performed  her  first  public 
concert  in  Czechoslovakia.  Tito  Scipa  arranged 
for  her  to  join  the  Sydney  Symphony  Orchestra 
and  she  stayed  there  for  twenty  five  years.  My 
father  had  been  studying  medicine,  however  he 
and  his  brother  took  any  work  they  could  before 
starting  a  business,  which  is  still  successful 
after  25  years." 

Where  did  you  spend  your  school  days? 

"My  parents  wanted  the  best  for  me  and  I  was 
enrolled  at  Sydney  Grammar  completing  my 
School  Certificate  (only  just!)  in  1965.  I  would 


have  taken  school  more  seriously  today,  but  I 
certainly  got  a  lot  out  of  it  with  valued  friends 
with  whom  I  still  keep  in  touch  through  reunions 
and  dinners  and  from  time-to-time,  business." 

How  did  you  become  an  theatrical  impresario? 

"I  went  to  many  of  my  mother's  concerts,  I  must 
have  music  in  my  blood.  My  parents  reminded 
me  that  by  six  I  knew  the  words  of  most  of  the 
popular  operas  and  musicals.  When  I  left 
school  I  was  ready  to  set  myself  up  in  business, 
but  took  my  father's  advice  and  got  a  real 
estate  job  for  the  next  six  years,  rising  to  an 
executive  position.  Then,  I  met  a  young 
promoter  who  invited  me  to  invest  in  a  rock  and 
roll  show  at  the  Hordern  Pavilion.  Looking  at  his 
budget,  I  saw  a  perfect  blue-print  of  how  to  lose 
money.  I  agreed  to  lend  the  money  as  long  as  I 
had  first  call  on  the  box  office.  I  didn’t  want  to 
make  any  profit  in  this  most  obviously  losing 
proposition.  I  just  wanted  to  get  my  money  back 
and  learn  about  the  music  and  concert  business." 

What  was  your  own  first  big  show? 

"'Blood  Sweat  and  Tears'  in  1 974.  It  was  a  huge 
success,  so  I  graciously  resigned  from  my  job 
when  I  calculated  that  I'd  made  the  equivalent 
of  my  annual  real  estate  salary  in  just  1 0  days." 

And  then? 

"In  1974  everything  in  my  life  changed  when  I 
formed  my  own  company.  Twenty  six  years  on, 

I  have  presented  over  150  tours  which  add  up 
to  thousands  of  performances  across  Australia, 
New  Zealand,  Hawaii  and  the  Pacific  Islands. 
Among  the  many  prominent  artists  I  have 
brought  to  Australia,  are  people  like  Ricky 
Martin,  The  Gipsy  Kings,  Diana  Ross,  Billy 
Connolly,  Dave  Brubeck,  Dizzy  Gillespie...." 

Can  you  sum  up  in  one  sentence  what  it 
takes  to  survive  in  such  a  difficult  industry? 

Build  yourself  a  good  name,  pay  attention  to 
detail,  pay  your  bills  and  deliver  what 
you  promise. 


Who  is  the  most  impressive  star  that  you 
have  promoted? 

"Ricky  Martin.  Forecasting  the  world  number 
one  male  singer’s  rise  to  super-stardom 
definitely  takes  the  cake.” 

How  has  the  industry  changed? 

"It  changes  like  the  wind.  The  massive  decline 
in  the  A$  has  altered  the  nature  of  our  business 
in  one  fell  swoop.  The  IT  revolution  is  causing 
an  unprecedented  redefining  of  roles  and 
opportunities.  Promoters  today  have  to  be 
more  creative  recognising  potential 
opportunities,  finding  new  venues,  negotiating 
better  deals  and  expanding  into  untapped 
areas.  It’s  a  challenging  time,  we  have  to  learn 
to  dance  on  a  shifting  surface.” 

Your  recent  bout  of  ill  health  has  taken  you 
off  the  road  for  6  months.  What  lessons 
have  you  for  us? 

"Firstly,  you  must  get  the  best  medical 
treatment.  For  many  years,  my  wife  has  been 
begging  me  to  listen  to  the  doctors,  but  I 
gambled  that  it  couldn’t  happen  to  me  and  paid 
dearly.  Unfortunately,  a  year  ago  I  was 
diagnosed  with  renal  failure  which  has  resulted 
in  me  being  on  dialysis  for  almost  a  year. 
However,  thank’s  to  a  brilliant  doctor  from  RPA, 
amazing  medical  staff,  support  from  wonderful 
friends  and  family,  not  to  mention  the 
encouragement  from  hundreds  of  visitors, 
cards  and  phone  calls.  I’m  on  the  road 
to  recovery 

A  crisis  can  reveal  a  lot  to  you  about  people  and 
about  yourself.  I’ve  learnt  that  life  is  very 
precious  and  that  there  are  many  things  that  I 
wish  to  accomplish, 

so  I’ll  be  back,  ASAP.”
